^"^Thc  address  shall  conclude  with  a  brief  stotement 
of  certain  uses  of  the  present  subject,  interesting  alil« 
to  the  laity  as  to  the  clergy,  and  intended  to  guard 
against  levity  and  irreligion ;  which  are  often  the 
counteraction  of  the  misdirected  ardour  attendant  on 
what  are  called  revivals. 

1st  These  extraordmary  excitements  may  correct 
the  error  of  those,  who  conceive  of  religion,  as  of  a 
principle  not  necessary  to  the  governing  of  human 
conduct  They  imagine,  that  it  may  be  commuted  to 
such  motives  as  are  suggested  by  a  prudent  balance 
^^opposite  tendencies,  in  Uieir  bearings  on  the  present 
safety  and  satisfaction  of  the  agents.  But  they  may 
be  assured,  that  there  is  something  in  human  na 
respondirg  to  the  calls  raised  to  it  from  the  os^  , 
and  waiting  only  for  a  suitable  state  o  mm 

suitable  circumstances,  to  sound  nrrnAred  to 

be  irresistible.  This  property  may  be  c°m{^red  to 
those  substances  which  lie  quiescent  under  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  earth;  until,  by  contact  wfth  the  atmos 
phere,  their  awful  properties  are  brought  into  action. 
The  analogoss  principle  of  the  human  character, 
hitherto  kept  dormant  by  the  cares  or  by  the  enjoy¬ 
ments  of  tlie  present  life,  may  be  rendered  o^rative 
on  the  persons  referred  to,  by  sonie  unexpected  occur¬ 
rences,  or  by  their  witnessing  of  its  potency  on  others, 
acting  through  the  influence  of  sympathy  on  them- 
aelves.  When  they  contemplate  the  extravagances 
of  which  such  excitements  may  be  the  cause,  it  ought 
to  be  a  motive,  in  addition  to  motives  of  a  higher  na¬ 
ture,  now  to  permit  the  season  of  revival  to 
legitimate  influence  in  the  generating  of  the  aflfections 
substantially  religious;  evidenced  in  such  a  profes¬ 
sion  of  religion,  as  is  agreeable  to  truth  and  soberness. 
Even  if  there  should  be  no  such  result  on  them^lves; 
lot  thorn  at.  loaet,  in  what  passes  under  their  notice,  re¬ 
cognise  a  principle  of  human  nature,  as  certain  as 
any  other  property  either  of  the  mind  or  of  the  body ; 
and  like  them  all  manifesting  itself  in  results  interest¬ 
ing  to  individuals  and  to  the  community. 

2nd.  A  second  use  of  the  subject,  common  to  all,  is 
the  giving  of  a  due  scope  to  religious  sensibilities,  put 
into  motion  by  any  such  popular  excitement  as  that 
which  has  been  now  considered.  Whatever  or  how¬ 
ever  great  may  be  the  extravagances,  to  which,  from 
the  want  of  a  proper  direction,  it  may  give  occasion ; 
every  inward  intimation  of  estrangement  from  our 
heavenly  Father,  is  from  JiimseJf,  through  the  agency 
of  his  Holy  Spirit;  for  the  improvement  of  which  we 
are  respoiisible  to  his  great  tribunal.  Such  sensibili¬ 
ties  are  l!ie  best  cultivated  and  made  productive  of 
their  pro^jcr  fruit,  in  silence  and  retirement ;  although 
there  may  be  needed  and  there  may  be  sought  ttje 
counsels  of  those,  who,  having  already  trod  the  ways 
of  Zion,  must  be  supposed  to  be  informed  of  tlKiir 
encouragements  and  of  their  dangers.  Whatever 
savours  of  ostentation,  is  a  temptation  and  a  snare. 
But  this  sliould  be  no  hindrance  of  a  modest  profes¬ 
sion;  since,  while  witJi  the  heart,  man  believeth  unto 


burdened ;  but  that  each  should  minister  by  an  equality 
in  proportion  to'his  means:  the  abundance  of  one  su^ 
nlvinff  the  deficiency  of  another,  that  the  burden  might 
fall  equally  on  all.  As  it  is  written,  he  that  gathered 
much,  had  nothing  over :  and  he  that  gathered  little, 

had  no  lack.  .  -  ,  . 

It  seems  to  have  been  the  practice  of  the  primitive 
Christians  subsequent  to  the  Apostolic  age,  to  provide 
and  place  under  the  control  of  the  clergy,  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  funds  for  the  exigencies  of  the  cause  of  the  Gospel. 
In  a  letter  of  Cyprian,  Bishop  of  Carthage,  written 
about  A.  D.  -iTiO  to  his  clergy  from  his  retreat  in  ex¬ 
ile,  he  says,  “  I  beg  that  nothing  may  be  wanting  to 
supply  the  necessities  of  those  who  are  imprisoned  be¬ 
cause  of  their  glorious  profession  and  avowal  of  God, 
or  who  labour  under  the  pressure  of  indigence  and 
poverty;  since  the  whole  ecclesiastical  fund  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  clergy  for  this  purpose  ;  that  a  nurnber 
may  have  it  in  their  power  to  relieve  the  wants  of  in¬ 
dividuals.”  St.  Paul’s  remarks  relative  to  a  propor¬ 
tionate  sustentation  of  the  burden  attending  the  pro¬ 
mulgation  of  the  Gospel,  are  peculiarly  worthy  of 
notice.  If  they  be  taken  into  view,  in  connexion  with 
the  relative  wealth,  situation  and  circumstances  of 
the  Christian  Churches  in  the  eastern  and  western 
hemispheres,  it  will  he  at  once  perceived  where  the 
great  preponderance  of  means  rest,  and  if  the  prepon¬ 
derance  be  so  decidedly  with  the  Church  in  Europe, 
and  there  so  eminently  great  as  to  enable  the  mem¬ 
bers  thereof,  with  comparative  ease,  and  without  aid 
from  the  west,  to  forward  the  cause  of  religion  on  the 
other  half  of  the  globe  ;  it  may  not  be  unworthy  the 
consideration  of  the  Christian  Church  in  America,  to 
endeavour  to  ascertain,  whether,  if  the  exertions  and 
means  of  its  members  were  more  confined  to  advance 
the  cause  ofChrist  in  the  western  hemisphere,  embrac¬ 
ing  this  continent  and  its  adjacent  isles,  the  cause  of 
the  Gospel  would  not  be  more  promoted.  Thurzo.

righteousness ;  it  must  be,  that  “  with  the  mouth  con¬ 
fession  is  made  unto  salvation.” 

3d.  The  last  jjitcnded  use  is  the  excellency  of  reli¬ 
gion  in  its  genuine  character,  however  liable  to  be 
dishonoured  by  many  operations  and  by  many  prac¬ 
tices,  which  have  not  citlicr  rcaso.n  or  Scripture  to 
recommend  them.  A  counterfeit  always  supposes  the 
reality  of  llie  object  of  which  it  is  the  semblance. 
Accordingly,  however  these  two  matters  may  occa¬ 
sionally  be  confounded,  it  w  ill  remain  invariably  true, 
that  agreeably  to  a  strict  translation  of  a  text  to  be 
cited  from  the  Old  Testament — “  the  fear  of  God,  and 
the  keeping  of  his  commandment,  is  the  whole  of 
man  meaning,  as  he  sliould  b«  in  himself  and  in  all 


his  relations;  and  tliat  in  the  estimation  of  the  New 
'I’estanicnt,  the  end  of  “  the  grace  of  God  to  all  men,” 
agreeably  to  the  proper  order  of  the  w'ords,  is  “  its 
teaching  of  them,  tiiat  denying  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lusts,  they  sliould  live  soberly,  righteously, 
,hkI  godly  in  this  present  world.”  This  is  the 
path  on  which,  as  is  said  in  Scripture;  there  is  “  shed 
a  light  that  shineth  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect 
day.” 

Brethren  :  it  is  bordering  on  the  half  of  a  century, 
since  tlic  date  of  the  incipient  measures  of  your 
Bishop,  for  the  organizing  of  our  Church  out  of  the 
wreck  of  the  revolution.  On  the  principles  detailed 
in  this  charge,  he  has  acted  during  that  long  tract  of 
time,  and  in  the  preceding  years  of  his  ministry,  not 
without  the  sense  of  his  high  responsibility  on  the 
imlijcct.  Under  the  weight  of  the  same,  he  delivers 
his  opinion  in  tliis  form  ;  that  they  may  be  on  record, 
and  perhaps  have  a  degree  of  weight  after  the  siiort 
remainder  of  his  participation  in  your  counsels.  It  is 
this,  wiiich  must  be  his  ajwlogy  tor  the  so  long  occu¬ 
pying  of  the  attention  of  his  reverend  brethren  of 
the  clersry,  of  the  other  members  of  the  Convention, 
and  of  the  andience  generally.

The  forlorn  condition  of  these  Church  edifices,  pre¬ 
sents  to  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Church,  espe¬ 
cially  to  those  who  reside  in  Philadelpl.*ia,  subjects  for 
regret  and  humiliation,  and  also  calls  upon  them  to 
put  forth  their  energies  in  order  to  prevent  still  greater 
disgrace. 

One  of  tliese  Church  edifices  is  sold  to  the  Roman¬ 
ists,  another  is  occupied  by  persons  not  Episcopalians, 
and  the  other  has  not  been  used  for  the  purposes  to 
which  it  was  consecrated  for  about  two  years ;  and  all 
are  more  or  less  unprotected,  or  out  of  repair,  or  en¬ 
cumbered  witli  debt.  The  glass  and  sashes  of  the  win¬ 
dows  broken  ;  the  fastenings  of  the  doors  removed  or 
destroyed;  the  interior  fittings  injured  by  the  weather, 
or  defaced  by  rude  visitors.  In  one  instance,  the  sur¬ 
rounding  fence  is  in  part  broken  down,  in  another  in¬ 
stance,  there  is  no  fence  at  all;  and  from  one  a  valua¬ 
ble  bell  has  been  clandestinely  removed. 

To  some,  it  will  no  doubt  be  matter  of  surprise,  that 
three  Church  edifices,  all  situated  within  tho  sound  of 
the  bells  ofour  city  Churches,  should  have  been  thus  ne¬ 
glected.  Tomore,  ilwillbeasubjectofregret,  that  build¬ 
ings  which  have  been  consecrated  and  set  apart  for 
the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  according  to  the  rules 
and  ceremonies  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
should  be  thus  desecrated.  To  all  who  value  the  in¬ 
stitutions  of  religion,  w'ho  deem  the  public  worship  of 
Almighty  God  obligatory  on  mankind,  or  beneficial  to 
the  community,  it  must  give  pain. 

The  Church  edifice  spoken  of  as  sold,  may,  perhaps, 
even  yet  be  redeemed,  provided  the  necessary  funds 
could  be  procured.  The  one  now  used  by  other  per¬ 
sons,  will,  no  doubt,  be  restored  to  its  legitimate  use, 
since  arrangements  are  made  by  the  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity,  to  have  stated  and  regu¬ 
lar  Episcopal  services  in  it,  and  measures  may  be  taken 
to  have  the  bell  restored  to  the  Church  at  Mamilton- 
villc;  in  which  Church  divine  service  is  appointed  to 
be  held  on  Sunday  next,  at  half-past  tliree  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon,  by  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Henderson,  of  the 
Swedish  Churches,  and  on  each  succeeding  Sunday, 
either  by  him  or  some  clergyman  from  the  city.  Some 
expenditure  will  be  required  to  be  made  on  all  these 
buildings  to  put  them  in  that  order  which  the  decency 
of  divine  v.orship  requires,  and  to  ensure  their  safety 
and  })cririanent  well-being  over  and  above  what  may 
be  needed  to  liquidate  the  debts  now  due;  and  in  order 
to  procure  the  necessary  funds,  it  is  purposed  to  set 
on  foot,  as  ioon  as  may  be,  a  subscription,  to  which,  it 
is  hoped,  that  all  who  love  our  Zion,  will  cheerfully 
contribute.

ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  SUNDAY 
AND  ADULT  SCHOOL  SOCIETY. 

The  annual  congregation  of  the  children  belonging 
to  the  “  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  and  Adult 
School  Society,”  took  place  on  Saturday,  the  9th  in¬ 
stant,  at  St.  Peter’s  Church,  in  this  city.  The  lower 
floor  of  the  Church  was  occupied  exclusively  by  the 
pupils  and  teachers  of  the  several  schools ;  and  it  is 
supposed  between  one  and  two  hundred  were  under 
the  necessity  of  being  seated  in  the  gallery,  for  want  of 
room  below.  After  evening  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Henry 
J.  Morton,  the  children  were  addressed  by  the  Rev. 
George  Boyd,  who  took  for  his  text,  the  3d  verse  of 
the  31st  chap,  of  the  2d  Book  of  Chronicles — “  While 
he  was  yet  young,  he  began  to  seek  after  the  God  of 
David  his  father.”  iThe  object  of  tlie  preacher  was  to 
set  before  the  children  the  example  of  the  youtJiful 
Josiali,  and  to  impress  upon  their  mind  a  sense  of  the 
importance  of  seeking  God,  while  they  are  yet  young. 

After  sermon  the  children  and  the  congregation 
sung  the  llOlh  hymn.  The  exercises  were  conducted 
throughout  with  the  greatest  order ;  the  attention  of 
the  children  appeared  to  be  secured ;  and  there  is 
reason  to  hope,  that  the  seed  of  divine  truth  falling 
upon  so  promising  a  soil,  and  being  matured  by  the 
dews  of  heavenly  grace,  will  spring  up  after  many 
days,  and  bear  fruit  to  the  honour  and  glory  of  God. 

On  Monday  evening  last,  the  anniversary  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  “  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  and  Adult 
School  Society,”  was  held  at  St.  James’  Church.  After 
the  introductory  prayer  by  the  Bishop,  the  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  schools  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  De 
Lancey,  and  being  approved,  was  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  be  published. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mont¬ 
gomery,  the  purport  of  which  was  to  propose  an  alte¬ 
ration  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Society,  so  that  here¬ 
after  it  should  be  a  Diocesan  instead  of  a  City  So¬ 
ciety.  This  matter,  after  some  discussion,  was  refer 
red  to  a  Committee  to  refer  to  an  adjourned  meeting 
to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  evening  In  July. 


nesses,  that  Infant  Baptism  had  been  the  uniform 
practice  of  the  Christian  Church  from  the  beginning. 
Although  they  lived  at  different  periods,  they  were  all 
near  enough  to  the  time  of  the  Apostles  to  obtain  cor¬ 
rect  information  respecting  a  practice  like  this.  They 
tell  us  it  had  been  so  from  the  beginning.  Some  of 
them  w’ould  have  been  quite  ready  to  deny  this,  if 
they  could  have  found  any  reasons  for  doing  so.  But 
they  unite  in  declaring,  that  the  practice  had  been 
universal  in  the  Christian  Church  from  the  time  of 
the  Apostles.” 

Dr.  W.  then  proceeds  to  examine  the  notion  “  that 
there  might  have  been  a  change,  and  that  the  Baptism 
of  Infants  might  have  been  introduced  either  gradu¬ 
ally  or  suddenly.”  Now  this  is  just  the  theory  of  some 
anti.Episcopalians  with  regard  to  Episcopacy.  It  is 
conceded  by  them  all  iliat  the  Church  was  Ep>Kcopal, 
within  three  or  four  centuries  after  Christ,  and  by  some 
of  them  that  it  was  so,  as  early  as  A.  D.  140.  The 
following  remark  of  Dr.  W.  will  apply  with  at  least 
as  much  force  to  this  imagined  change  from  Presby¬ 
terianism  to  Episcopacy,  as  to  the  subject  of  his  own 
argument,  for  some  ol  the  strongest  of  human  pas¬ 
sions,  pride,  jealousy  ofan  encroachment  upon  rights, 
reluctance  to  acknowledging  a  superior,  as  well  as 
regard  fer  a  divine  institution,  would  have  been  set  in 
array  against  it  A  Presbyterian,  who  embraces  this 
notion  of  such  a  change  from  Presbyterianism  to  Epis¬ 
copacy,  should  ask  himself  whether  he  thinks  that 
Episcopacy  could  be  smuggled  into  his  own  Church  at 
the  present  day,  without  a  word  being  written  about 
it,  or  any  record  made  of  the  change,  or  any  evidence 
sent  down  to  posterity  to  inform  them  of  the  fact,  and 
the  how  and  the  when  of  its  occurrence.  We  have 
accounts  of  contests  among  the  primitive  Christians 
as  to  the  time  of  keeping  Blaster,  and  many  other  mat¬ 
ters  of  comparatively  little  consequence,  and  little 
likely,  as  one  would  think,  to  excite  much  commo¬ 
tion.  But  when  Presbyterians  became  Episcopalians, 
and  Presbyters  were  compelled  to  succumb  to  Bishops, 
and  give  up  the  right  of  ordaining  and  of  governing 
the  Church — why — the  matter  made  as  little  stir  in 
the  Church  as  the  changes  of  the  moon.  No  man 
thought  of  recording  it  Origen  and  Jerome,  and 
Augustine  and  others,  who  have  sent  down  no  small 
number  of  folios  to  our  days,  have  said  nothing  about 
it,  although  they  W'ere  not  all  Bishops.  And  Euse¬ 
bius,  although  a  most  diligent  gleaner  in  Ecclesiastical 
History,  has  passed  over  the  matter  in  profound  silence. 

Haggai. 
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haye  been  converted  by  it,  and  to  be  the  subjects  of 
saving  grace,  it  never  fails  to  happen,  that  the  far 
greater  number  become  lost  to  the  feeUngs  which  had  pos. 
sessed  them** 

We  confess  that  w’e  feel  surprised  at  this  assertion. 
What  may  have  been  the  experience  of  the  venerable 
and  respected  author  with  respect  to  such  revivals  as 
he  has  witnessed,  w'e  cannot  say;  but  we  can  speak 
positively  of  many  revivals  in  which  this  result  has 
failed  to  happen.  We  know  nothing  to  justify  the 
conclusion,  that  more  of  those  added  to  the  Commu¬ 
nion  of  our  own  Church  in  times  of  revival,  afterwards 
fall  away,  than  of  those  who  are  joined  to  it  in  ordi¬ 
nary  seasons.  So  far  as  we  possess  information  re¬ 
specting  itie  Kpiscopal  Church,  we  are  induced  to  be¬ 
lieve,  that  the  proportion  of  steadfast,  consistent 
Christians  among  the  subjects  of  a  revival,  is  quite  as 
great  as  among  the  other  members  of  the  Church.  Of 
the  fact  with  respect  to  other  Churches  we  are  not 
competent  to  speak;  while  there  are  numerous  revi¬ 
vals  among  them  resembling  those  to  which  we  have 
just  referred,  there  are  doubtless  many  others  of 
which  the  remarks  in  the  Charge  are  too  descriptive. 
That  there  have  been  none  such  in  our  Church,  we 
do  not  pretend  to  assert;  all  that  we  can  say,  is  that 
we  know  not  of  their  existence. 

This,  however,  as  Bishop  White  justly  remarksi 
“  presents  a  question  on  which  it  is  not  easy  to  speak 
definitively” — “  the  result  will  vary  according  to  the 
different  experiences  of  those  who  have  been  obser¬ 
vant  of  it,”  and  those  who  wish  to  ascertain  the  exact 
truth  with  respect  to  past  revivals,  can  only  do  so  by 
means  of  extensive  and  accurate  research.  The 
same  may  be  said  likewise,  with  respect  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  those  who  think  revivals  to  be  characterized  by 
‘‘extreme  excitements  of  mind,”  and  “violent  agita¬ 
tions  of  various  members  of  the  body,”  and  of  all 
other  simple  questions  of  fact  which  the  Charge  dis¬ 
cusses.  We  trust  that  such  features  as  the  above, 
will  never  be  characteristic  of  any  revivals  in  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church;  that  all  which  occur  there  will  exhibit 
a  rational,  holy,  and  Scriptural  character;  and  our 
prayer  is,  that  God  would  bless  us  and  our  land  at 
large,  with  many  such  revivals,  resulting  in  the  con¬ 
version  of  sinners,  and  the  increase  of  knowledge, 
love,  and  zeal  among  his  people.

MINISTER  BY  AN  EctUALITY. 

“  Freoly  ye  have  received,  freely  give,”  were  the 
words  of  our  blessed  Saviour  to  his  twelve  Apostles, 
whom  he  liad  elevated  from  the  mott  humble  class  of 
society,  to  bo  bearers  of  the  glorious  testimony  to  the 
truth  of  liis  everlasting  GosjhjI  ;  heralded  to  the  world 
by  a  multitude  of  the  heavenly  host,  praising  God  and 
saying.  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  cartli 
iwace,  good  will  towards  men.  The  Gospel  of  salva- 
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and  from  generations,  was  made  inamfest  to  them.  The 
light  of  this  Gospel,  they  were  called  upon  to  diffuse  ; 
and  they  were  obedient  to  the  call.  When  this  com- 
‘  wand  was  originally  delivered,  the  holy  messengers 
were  to  confine  their  embassies  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the 
house  of  Israel,  the  descendants  of  those  who  had  re¬ 
ceived  the  promises  of  the  word  of  life.  But  their 
testimony  was  rejected  ;  they  met  with  scorn  and  re¬ 
proach,  and  the  Prince  of  Life  was  slain. 

It  was  subsequent  to  this  event,  after  the  Saviour 
of  the  world  had  suffered  dpon  the  cross,  and  had  risen 
from  the  grave— previous  to  his  ascension  from  this 
ungrateful  world,  that  to  the  eleven  survivors  of  his 
twelve  original  Apostles,  (the  traitor  having  commit¬ 
ted  suicide,)  he  said,  Go  and  illumine  all  nations,  bap¬ 
tizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you  ;  and  lo,  I 
am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  tho  w’orld. 

The  same  duty  is  imperative  now  on  those  who  are 
dignified  with  the  possession  of  the  important  charo'e. 

It  behooves  them  to  use  all  their  influence,  and  to  ex¬ 
ercise  every  iHcans  within  tl.cir  power,  to  obey  this 
most  solemn  injunction.  The  evangelizinv  of  the 
world  is  a  trust  committed  unto  themr  They  are  en¬ 
joined  to  be  careful  that  the  work  be  performed.  They 
are  indeed  doing  much  ;  but  much  remains  still  to  be 
done.  There  are  yet  many  whb  have  not  lasted 
that  the  Lord  is  gracious;  ami  many  who  have  not 
even  heard  of  him  :  how  then  shall  such  believe  1  And 
how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  ?  And  how 
shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent  1  These  are 
questions  of  the  Apostle  of  the  Gentiles;  and  in  these, 
all  are  interested  who  are  enlightened  by  the  benit^- 
nant  beams  of  the  Gospel  light ;  all  who  are  receiviiT" 
the  benefit  of  their  glorious  effulgence  ;  all  who  claim 
to  be  within  the  fold  of  Christ  It  may  then  be  proper  !  against  your  heart 
to  advert  to  the  practical  solution  by  the  Churches  in 
the  Apostolic  day.  The  same  Apostle  says  to  the 
Corinthians,  the  abundance  of  the  joy  of  those  com¬ 
posing  the  Churches  of  Macedonia,  and  their  deep 
poverty  abounded  unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality. 

For  to  their  power  (1  bear  record,  says  he,)  yea,  and 
beyond  their  power,  tliey  were  willing  of  themselves 
to  contribute  of  their  means  to  the  furtherance  of  the 
Gospel ;  and  prompted  by  a  willing  mind,  the  contri¬ 
bution  is  accepted  according  to  that  a  man  hath,  and 
not  according  to  that  he  hatli  not  He  did  not  mean 
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It  is  possible  the  reader  has  not  yet  entered  the 
kingdom  of  God  by  the  new  birth,  and  faith  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  In  that  case,  beloved  fellow-creature, 
you  have  one  sad  truth  to  Icam,  or  else  you  perish  in 
consequence  of  not  believing  it.  Inspiration  has  de¬ 
clared  :  “  the  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  things.” 
Please  not  stop  here,  although  my  subject  may  be  an 
unwelcome  one.  Hear  me  for  a  few  lines  at  least. 
Your  heart  is  deceitful,  and  you  are  upon  the  brink  of 
perishing  by  its  frauds.  By  the  heart  I  understand 
the  soul,  considered  as  the  subject  of  such  affections 
aslove,  hatred,  desire,  aversion,  ambition,  all  lhatcomes 
underlhetcrra  emotion.  The  declaration  of  the  prophet, 
then,  as  applied  to  yourself,  is  this  :  the  state  of  your 
aficcLkma  13  such  as  utterly  to  deceive  you,  putting 
bitter  for  sweet,  light  for  darkness,  thus  working  the 
direst  ruin  of  your  own  beloved  self.  Will  you  now 
leave  for  a  few  moments  all  vain  thoughts,  forget  your 
good  deeds  and  belter  desires,  and  come  with  me  to 
the  examination  of  a  heart,  which  in  the  name  of  the 
most  high  God,  I  charge  with  a  wicked  conspiracy  to 
deceive  and  ruin  you  for  ever.  My  first  charge  is 
this:  Your  heart  persuades  you  to  make  selfishness  j 
the  governing  principle  of  your  life.  This  you  have 
thought  to  be  right  To  care  for  your  own  self  first 
has  seemed  your  highest  duty.  Self  in  the  eye  of 
self  has  seemed  larger  than  the  universe  in  the  eye  of 
reason,  your  own  good  of  more  consequence  to  your¬ 
self  than  the  accumulated  interest  of  all  other  beings. 
Here  you  are  deceived.  God  has  not  made  it  your 
first  business  to  take  care  of  self.  It  is  true  that  strict 
obedience  to  his  law  is  the  best  provision  you  can 
make  for  your  own  welfare;  but  that  law  demands  for 
God  your  highest,  fullest  love,  it  requires  that  your 
best  and  fullest  energies  should  be  expended  in  his 
service.  \  our  first  and  chief  concern  should  be  to 
please  Him,  and  to  act -in  unison  with  Him  for  the 
benefit  of  your  fellow-men.  I  repeat:  God  has  notl 
made  it  your  first  duty  to  care  for  self;  He  will  take 
care  of  all  who  obey  Him,  he  alone  is  competent  to  do 
so.  What  would  you  think  of  the  child  whose  kind 
and  tender  parents  were  ever  able  and  ready  to  meet 
all  ito  wants,  and  yet  the  little  creature  must  spend 
its  time  and  thoughts  in  an  attempt  to  provide  for  it¬ 
self,  neglecting  all  the  services  and  kind  offices  re¬ 
quired  by  Its  father  and  mother  1  What  would  you 
think  ot  the  servant,  whose  indulgent  and  liberal  mas- 
ter  would  allow  him  fulness  of  bread,  and  supply  every 
demand  of  his  nature,  if  he  should  waste  his  hours  in 
begging  for  food  and  raiment,  to  the  utter  disregard  of 
ail  lus  inaatcr’s  business]  \  " 

Another  charge  of  egregious  deception,  I  bring 
ainst  your  heart.  It  has  reiterated  in  your  ears, 
you  must  seek  the  enjoyments  of  this  life  with  eager¬ 
ness.  It  says  in  winning  accents,  see  what  joys  are 
around  you,  how  much  pleasure  you  may  find !  Seize 
it  as  you  can.  It  turns  your  eyes  first  to  this  and  then 
to  that  source  of  pleasure;  desire  springs  up — you 
must  grasp  its  object,  even  if  heaven  were  its  price, 
and  hell  its  consequence.  It  leads  you  madly  on  from 
sin  to  sin,  while  you  find  tliat  each  pleasant  fruit  in 
the  mouth,  is  bitter  when  swallowed.  The  next,  you 
are  promised  shall  be  only  sweet,  and  again  you  are 
deceived.

WOODS  ON  INFANT  BAPTISM  AND  THE  ARGUMENT 
FOR  EPISCOPACY 

No.  V. 

On  the  value  of  the  argument  for  Ecclesiastical 
History,  Dr.  W.  has  the  following  remarks.  Let  the 
reader  bear  in  mind,  that  the  testimony  of  Ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  History  is  just  as  good,  when  it  is  in  favour  of  Epis 
copacy,  as  when  it  supports  Infant  Baptism.  The  wit 
nesses  were  as  well  informed  in  the  one  matter  as  in  the 
other,  and  just  as  impartial. 

“  It  cannot  with  any  good  reasons  be  denied  or 
doubted,  that  those  Christian  writers,  who  have  in 
different  ways,  giveh  testimony  to  the  prevalence  of 
Infant  Baptism  in  the  early  ages  of  Christianity,  are 
credible  witnesses.  Nor  can  it  be  denied,  that  they 
M  ere  under  the  best  advantages  to  know,  whether  the 
practice  of  Infant  Baptism  commenced  in  the  time  of 
the  Apostles.  On  this  subject,  as  they  were  not  liable 
to  mistake,  so  their  testimony  is  entitled  to  full 
credit 

Infant  Baptism  was  a  subject  in  which  early  Chris 
lians  must  have  felt  a  very  lively  interest.  It  was 


thing  of  the  most  public  nature,  and  a  mistake  concern 
ing  it  must  have  been  altogether  improbable — I  might 
say,  impossible.  It  was  certainly  impossible  that 
Christians  should  be  mistaken  as  lo  the  question,  whe 
ther  Infant  Baptism  was  generally  practiced  in  their 
own  age.  And  it  must  have  been  almost  as  impossi 
ble  for  them  to  be  mistaken,  as  to  the  practice  of  the 
preceding  age.  For  they  had  memories,  as  well  as 
we;  and  they  had  oral  traditions;  and  they  had  written 
records  also.  And  why  should  not  they  have  known 
what  took  place  in  the  time  of  their  fathers,  as  well 
as  we  know  what  took  place  in  the  time  of  our  fathersi 
But  surely  we  have  no  doubt  whether  we  were  bap¬ 
tized  in  infancy  ;  or  whether  our  parents  were  bap¬ 
tized  in  infancy ;  or  whether  in  the  days  of  our  fathers 
it  was  the  uniform  practice  of  the  Churches  with  which 
we  are  connected,  to  give  baptism  to  children.  Who 
can  imagine  that  we  are  in  danger  of  mistake,  as  to 
the  practice  of  the  first  Churches  of  New  England,  re¬ 
lative  to  their  infaat  offspring!  If  any  one  should  take 
upon  him  to  deny  tliat  those  Chtrehes  baptized  their 
children,  should  we  not  think  him  extremely  igno¬ 
rant,  or  in  sport!  We  deem  it  sufficient  that  our 
fathers  have  told  us  it  was  so,  and  that  we  never  heard 
any  one  question  it.  But  besides  this,  there  are  many 
circumstances  which  plainly  imply  it;  and  we  have 
books,  written  at  the  time,  which  contain  undubitable 
evidence  of  tlie  fact  And  we  say,  too,  that  the 
very  existence  of  the  practice,  at  the  present  time, 
considering  how  public  and  how  important  a  thing  it 
is,  must  be  regarded  as  conclusive  evidence  that  it 
was  the  practice  before ;  unless  it  can  be  made  to  ap- 


Bishop  IVhite's  Charge. — The  Importance  of  this 
Episcopal  Charge  has  induced  us  to  publish  it  entire. 
We  shall  lake  the  liberty  of  offering  a  few  remarks 
upon  some  of  the  points  of  which  it  treats,  not  with 
the  intention  of  subjecting  it  either  to  review  or  cri¬ 
ticism*,  but  merely  to  discharge  a  duty  in  making  our 
own  views  more  clearly  understood  to  our  readers. 

In  common  with  a  large  portion  of  the  Episcopal 
Churcl),  we  have  professed  to  look  upon  Revivals  of 
religion  as  the  M’ork  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  very  many  such  Revivals  have  occurred  in 
our  country.  We  have  not  however  expressed  our 
approbation  of  every  excitement  which  has  been  re¬ 
presented  as  a  Revival,  nor  of  every  feature  which  has 
appeared  even  in  true  Revivals.  The  question  may 
now  be  properly  asked,  whether  we  agree  with  the 
Charge  with  respect  to  the  characteristics  of  “  a 
genuine”  and  “  truly  Scriptural”  Revival,  or  whether 
those  which  we  have  approved  are  such  as  it  con¬ 
demns. 

We  find  no  reason,  upon  an  attentive  perusal 
of  the  Charge,  to  retract  what  we  have  said  in 
approbation  of  its  general  principles;  on  the  contrary, 
we  still  regard  the  maxims  m  hich  it  enforces,  as  “  emi¬ 
nently  sound  and  Scriptural.” 

We  should  not  esteem  that  a  genuine  and  Scrip¬ 
tural  Revival  of  religion,  the  subjects  of  which  did 
not  give  evidence  of  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
upon  them  by  “a  settled  habit  of  the  affections,”  as 
well  as  by  a  holy  life.  We  are  particularly  pleased 
M'ith  the  distinction  made  between  the  affections  pro 
duced  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  the  emotions  which 
spring  merely  from  the  animal  economy.  The  due 
exercise  of  the  latter  is  admitted  not  to  be  inconsis 
tent,  (nor  is  even  the  excessive  exercise  of  them 
though  censurable,  declared  to  be  incompatible,)  with 
the  existence  of  the  former.  Such  emotions  will  be 
evil  or  good,  according  as  the  heart  and  the  life  are 
controlled  by  nature  or  by  grace 

We  concur  too,  most  cordially,  with  the  Charge  in 
deprecating  “  whatever  may  come  under  the  name 
of  angry  passion,”  and  condemning  the  zeal 
which  such  things  are  characteristic. 

We  consider  it  likewise  as  “  essential  to  what  can 
properly  be  called  a  Revival  of  religion,  with  the  un-  I 
derstanding  of  its  being  on  the  plan  of  the  evangeli¬ 
cal  dispensation,  that  the  truths  of  the  system  should 
be  the  prominent  heads  of  instruction  and  edification 
with  those  who  take  the  lead  in  the  excitement.” 
Mere  appeals  to  the  feelings  can  never  answer  as  a 
substitute  for  preaching  the  great  truths  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  system.  It  is  the  faithful  exhibition  of  these 
alone,  which  we  can  expect  the  Holy  Spirit  to  bless 
as  the  means  of  converting  sinners. 

“A  genuine  Revival  of  religion,”  must  necessarily 
we  think  promote  charity;  those  who  exhibit  nothing  of 
this  grace,  prove  that  their  apparently  religious  feel¬ 
ings  are  not  derived  from  the  Holy  Spirit  We  doubt, 
however,  whether  the  existence  of  this  grace  in  the 
hearts  of  professed  converts  will  necessarily  promote 
“  the  peace  of  the  communion”  to  which  they  arc 
attached.  There  may  be  in  such  a  communion  men 
‘‘  who  love  darkness  rather  than  light,”  and  who  will 
be  offended  at  the  increased  zeal  which  prevails 
among  their  associates,  because  it  condemns  their 
own  lukewarmness.  In  such  circumstances  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  us  that  the  influences  of  the  Spirit  may  be 
the  means  of  bringing,  “  not  peace,  but  a  sword.” 
They  will  never  however  generate  “  unnecessary 
strife,”  or  sow  “  seeds  of  unnecessary  controversy  and 
disunion.” 

The  last  maxim  is  of  great  importance  and  deserves 
especial  consideration,  particularly  from  the  young. 
Young  converts,  while  they  are  decided  and  faithful, 
should  always  be  remarkable  for  their  humility;  they 
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Descent  of  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  the  Jpostles. — A  cor¬ 
respondent  whose  communication  we  were  unable  to 
notice  last  week,  wishes  to  receive  a  solution  of  what 
appears  to  him  a  difficulty,  in  comparing  chap.  xx.  ver. 
32  of  St.  John’s  Gospel,  with  the  5th  and  8th  verses 
of  the  1st  chap,  of  Acts.  In  the  former  of  these  pas¬ 
sages,  it  is  said  that  our  Saviour  “  breathed  on  them 
and  saitk  unto  them.  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost,  ”  in  the 
latter,  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is  represented  as  not 
et  bestowed.  “Ye  shall  be  baptized  M'lth  the  Holy 
Ghost  not  many  days  hence,**  &c. 

It  is  manifest  that  these  pass-ages  refer  to  distinct 
effects  produced  in  the  minds  of  the  Apos  ties  by  the 
same  Divine  agent.  In  the  first,  we  must  understand 
the  authority  imparted  to  them  to  execute  their  office 
in  the  Church  of  Christ.  In  the  second,  the  extraordi¬ 
nary  and  miraculous  qualifications  by  which  they  were 
fitted  for  the  exercise  of  the  authority  previously  im¬ 
parted.  And  if  the  two  passages  refer  to  distinct  gifts 
of  the  Spirit,  the  difficulty  in  reconciling  them  entirely 
disappears.  The  following  remarks  in  connexion 
with  this  subject  are  from  Hooker’s  Ecclesiastical 
Polity. 

‘  Having  thus  spoken,  he  breathed  on  them,  and 
said,  Receive  the  Holy  Ghost.’  By  which  words  he 
must  of  likelihood  understand  some  gift  of  the  Spirit 
which  was  presently  at  that  time  bestowed  upon  them, 
as  both  the  speech  of  actual  delivery  in  saying  receive, 
and  the  visible  sign  thereof  did  show.  It  resU  th  then, 
that  we  search  what  special  grace  they  did  at  that  time 
receive.  Touching  miraculous  powers  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  most  apparent  it  is  that  they  then  received  it 
not,  but  the  promise  thereof  was  to  be  shortly  after 
performed.  The  words  of  St.  I.uke  concerning  that 
power  are  therefore  set  down  with  signification  of 
time  to  come.  Behold  1  send  the  promise  of  my  Fa¬ 
ther  upon  you:  but  tarry  ye  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem, 
until  ye  be  endued  with  power  from  on  high.” 
(xxiv.  49.) 

“  \\  herefore,  undoubtedly  it  was  some  other  effect  of 
the  Spirit,  tlie  Holy  Ghost  in  some  other  kind,  which 
our  Saviour  did  then  bestow.  What  other  likelier 
than  that  which  himself  doth  mention,  as  it  should 
seem  of  purpose  to  take  away  all  ambiguous  construc¬ 
tions,  and  to  declare  that  the  Holy  Ghost  which  he 
then  gave,  was  a  holy  and  ghostly  authority  over  the 
souls  of  men,  authority,  a  part  whereof  consisteth  in 
the  power  to  remit  and  retain  sins.  '  Receive  ye  the 
Holy  Ghost.  W  hosoever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are  re¬ 
mitted  unto  them;  and  whosoever  sins  ye  retain,  they 
(John  XX.  22,  23.) 


are  retained.*  ” 


The  Rev.  Edward  Irving. — The  Scotch  Presbytery 
of  London  have  removed  Mr.  Irving  from  his  Church 
in  that  city.  He  was  declared  some  time  ago,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  charges  of  heresy  adduced  against 
him,  to  be  no  longer  a  member  of  the  Presbytery;  but 
a  further  process  was  necessary  to  remove  him  from 
his  Church.  The  Trustees  of  the  Church  having  com¬ 
plained  against  him,  on  the  charge  of  heresy,  Sec.  to 
the  Presbytery,  as  they  were  authorized  to  do  by  tire 
trust-deed  of  the  Church,  the  question  was  tried  and 
sentence  pronounced  on  the  2d  day  of  May.  Tlie 
sentence  of  the  Presbytery,  which  we  find  in  the  Re¬ 
cord  of  May  3d,  concludes  as  follows:— 

“  The  Presbytery  having  seriously  and  deliberately

To  the  Contributors  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  the 
Managers  respectfully  submit  the  following  Re¬ 
port  : 

After  more  than  three  years  of  successful  experi¬ 
ment,  it  will  not  be  expected  that  arguments  should 
be  here  repeated  in  favour  of  our  establishment  It 
is  sufficiently  long  since  it  commenced  its  career,  to 
afford  evidence  of  the  failure  or  success  of  the  experi¬ 
ment  ;  and  it  has  been  sufficiently  before  the  public  to 
prevent  misapprehension  both  as  to  the  system  itself, 
and  the  manner  in  w’hich  it  has  been  conducted.  The 
confidence  and  good  will  of  the  legislature  have  again 
been  manifested  in  a  renew’cd  grant  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  for  three  years,  payable  one  half 
out  of  the  state  treasury,  and  the  other  half  from  the 
county  of  Philadelphia.  The  continued  care  and  pa¬ 
tronage  of  the  legislature  have  been  farther  exhibited 
in  certain  changes  in  the  government  of  the  institu¬ 
tion.

tlie  buildings  have  been  increased,  and  these  must 
vary  from  time  to  time,  as  experience  points  out  de¬ 
fects  and  advantages.  It  is  in  our  power  to  provide 
scliool  instruction  without  much  difficulty.  Suitable 
teachers  are  fortunately  to  be  found ;  and  regular 
discipline,  without  unnecessary  sternness  or  severity, 
will  naturally  lead  to  profitable  attainments.  But  the 
whole  time  of  our  male  pupils  cannot  and  ought  not 
to  be  devoted  to  the  mere  actjuisilion  of  learning  from 
books.  A  prominent  part  of  our  system  consists  ol 
imparting  the  immediate  means  of  earning  a  subsist¬ 
ence  when  the  connexion  with  the  House  of  Refuge 
shall  cease.  This  is  done  by  instruction  in  useful 
trades.  Here,  unhappily,  our  means  are  limited.  Few  j  clergy  of  the  diocese  has  died,  and  that  he  has  granted 
persons  are  willing  to  trust  their  fabrics  to  workshops  jleltersdimissory  to  four  presbyters  and  one  deacon:  and 
where  the  artizans  are  composed  only  of  beginners.  !  that  he  has  admitted  into  the  diocese  on  letters  dimis- 
Few  descriptions  of  manufactures  seem  to  be  suscep¬ 
tible  of  being  conducted  by  inexperienced  workmen. 

It  necessarily  happens  that  all  our  pupils  are  of  that 
description ;  for  as  soon  as  they  have  passed  the  early 
stages  of  instruction,  they  are  generally  considered  in  ' 
a  condition  to  exchange  the  labours  of  the  house  for  ' 
employment  elsewhere.

much  sense  and  solf-respcct  to  adliere  any  longer  to 
the  bloody  rites  of  Heathenism.  Alludin"  to  the  facts 
above  mentioned,  nid  others  of  a  kindreS  nature,  the 
John  Bull  says,  “  There  is  enough  to  show  us  that 
there  is  a  shaking  of  the  nations,”  even  in  the  dark 
regions  of  the  Ei^t.  In  the  days  of  Dr.  Claudius  Bu¬ 
chanan  such  a  scliisia  would  have  been  hailed  with 
the  most  devout  enthusiasm,  and  the  editor  of  the 
Enquirer  cordially  embraced  as  another  Luther.  Now 
is  the  time  for  the  Christian  Missionary  to  be  on  the 
alert,  when  internal  divisions  distract  the  camp  of  the  ! 
enemy,  and  tlie  house  is  divided  against  itself.  ‘

— The  Annual  i 
Meeting  of  the  Society  for  promoting  the  education  of 
the  native  Irish,  through  the  medium  of  tlieir  own  lan¬ 
guage,  was  lield  at  the  Rotunda  on  Saturday  last,  the 
17th  inst  The  room  was  thronged  to  excess  by  a 
most  respectable  assemblage.  There  w  ere  about  fifty 
of  the  Irish  Teachers  on  the  platform,  who  appeared 
to  take  a  great  interest  in  the  proceedings.  Admiral 
Oliver  in  the  chair.  One  of  the  Irish  teachers  came 
forward,  and  presented  to  the  Secretary  a  large  roll  of 
parchment,  containing  an  address  to  the  S(x:iety,  signed 
by  3,221  Roman  Catholics,  which  was  opened  and  read 
to  the  Meeting  by  the  Rev.  Robert  M’Ghec.  It  ex¬ 
pressed  the  warm  gratitude  of  the  petitioners  to  the 
Society  for  having  provkled  them  with  the  Scriptures 
in  the  Irish  language,  and  the  great  benefit  and  plea¬ 
sure  they  derived  from  the  study  of  the  Holy  Bible.

It  would  be  very  agreeable  to  receive 
from  any  quarter,  suggestions  which  would  assist  us 
in  extending  and  varying  our  trades.  It  is  more  than 
probable  that  among  the  manufactures  which  the  pub¬ 
lic  prosperity  at  this  time  creates  and  animates,  there 
may  be  some  not  yet  tliought  of  among  us,  which 
might  be  materially  aided  by  our  boys.  The  lowness 
of  price  at  which  work  could  be  procured  here,  would 
render  it  an  object  with  manufacturers  to  seek  such 
parts  of  their  labour  here  as  may  be  performed  by 
young  and  inexperienced  persons.  Wherever  much 
skill  is  not  required,  we  can  unhesitatingly  promise  to 
|)erlorm  whatever  can  be  done  by  the  force  of  numbers, 
activity  and  zeal. 

An  important  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  build¬ 
ing  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  sick.  Four- 
tetm  dormitories  of  the  north  range  have  been  con¬ 
verted  into  an  infirmary.  The  general  health  of  the 
inhabitants  has  been  good.  Occasional  cases  of  slight 
indifqiosition  have  appeared  throughout  the  year. 
During  the  autumn,  endemic  dysentery  prevailed ; 
and  two  deaths  occurred  out  of  atout  thirty  cases. 

Each  succeeding  year  confirms  our  conviction  of 
the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  admission  to  the 
House  of  Refuge  at  an  early  age ;  and  shows  the 
difficulty  of  affecting  reform  among  tliose  who  are 
farther  advanced.  The  boys  bound  out  under  sixteen 
years  old  have,  in  almost  every  instance,  done  well. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  the  females  who  have  not 
passed  that  period.  A  marked  difference  is  found  in 
the  reports  received  as  to  those  of  both  sexes  who 
have  left  us  when  beyond  sixteen.  \Ve  cannot  too 
often  repeat  that  the  institution  is  designed  for  the 
young.  In  proportion  to  the  tenderness  of  years  is 
the  hope  of  reformation.  If  manhood  approaches 
while  habits  of  vice  remain,  the  chance  of  amendment 
becomes  gradually  less  and  less.  If  the  public,  and 
'especially  the  officers  of  justice  would  enable  us  to 
withdraw  the  unhappy  children  of  iniquity,  in  actual 
childhood,  from  the  haunts  and  the  practices,  and  the 
temptations  of  crime,  we  could  almost  insure  their 
restoration  to  the  world  with  virtuous  habits  formed, 
and  hearts  strengthened  to  resist  the  allurements  of 
vice.  But  if  the  love  of  wickedness  has  become  a 
ovister  passion  in  consequence  of  a  long  course  of 
habitual  indulgence,  the  second  nature  thus  formed, 
defies  in  most  instances  the  efforts  of  instruction  and 
restraint,  and  leaves  the  victim  of  it  to  subside  again,  j 
when  opportunity  recurs,  into  crime. 

It  will  be  agreeable  to  the  contributors  to  know, 
that  although  confinement  within  the  walls  be  indis¬ 
pensable  as  a  part  of  the  discipline  of  the  place,  yet  it 
is  unaccompanied  by  unnecessary  restriction  or  any 
suffering.  Recreation  is  provided  as  regularly  and  as 
freely,  in  due  proportion,  as  work.  Exercise  is  en¬ 
couraged  and  promoted.  Gymnastic  plays  are  allow’ed 
and  invited.  No  reasonable  want  or  desire  is  left 
without  moderate  and  regulated  enjoyment. 

To  the  different  persons  engaged  in  the  immediate 
direction  of  the  establishment — the  superintendent, 
the  matron,  and  the  teachers — we  publicly  offer  the 
renewed  expressions  of  our  entire  satisfaction.  To 
the  medical  gentlemen  who  have  gratuitously  devoted 
their  time  and  talents  with  untiring  fidelity  and  zeal 
to  the  institution,  acknowledgments  are  richly  due.

Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk  reports,  that  he  has 
made  various  visitations  in  the  diocese,  spent  two 
Sundays  in  the  diocese  of  Delaware,  preached  on 
five  Sundays  at  Camden,  in  the  diocese  of  New- 
Jersey,  and  in  this  diocese  one  hundred  and  ten 
times;  that  he  has  ordained  one  deacon,  assisted 
in  the  consecration  of  one  bishop,  confirmed  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty-four  persons,  consecrated  three  Church¬ 
es,  baptized  twelve  children,  and  administered  the 
I/jrd’s  Supper  thirteen  times,  besides  at  the  ordina¬ 
tion.  He  also  reports  that  there  are  thirteen  mis¬ 
sionaries  employed  in  the  diocese,  by  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania 
under  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  and  that  there  are 
being  built  six  Church  edifices. 


African  Colonization. — The  ship  Jupiter,  Capt

I'hc  value  of  Mr.  Hunt’s  rebuke,  so  far  as  principle 
is  concerned,  is  sufficiently  understood  ;  but  we  do  not 
the  less  rejoice  to  find  that  even  he  can  discern  the 
impropriety  and  indecency  of  a  course  of  Sabbath  dese¬ 
cration  systematically  puisucd  by  the  rulers  of  the 
land.  The  late  meetings  at  Manchester  on  the  Lord’s 
day,  of  the  different  political  unions,  all  derive  a  sanc¬ 
tion  from  the  Cabinet. — Record. 

Outrage  of  the  Sabbath  in  Ireland. — Mr.  O’Con¬ 
nell  made  a  triumphant  entry  into  the  city  of  Cork 
on  Sunday,  the  l>jth  instant.  The  procession  display¬ 
ed  a  physical  force  which  was  very  considerable,  and 
it  was  conducted  w'ith  some  motluid ;  the  platoons  pass¬ 
ed  in  review,  before  Mr.. O’Connell,  with  standards 
displayed,  and  bands  of  music  playing,  apparently  with 
the  approbation  of  that  accoHiplished  soldier.  The 
different  trades,  foft5’-two  in  number,  formed  a  strag¬ 
gling  column,  upon  whose  banners  were  inscribed 
mottoes — such  as  “Repeal  of  the  Union,”  “Ireland 
no  Province,”  and  various  other  devices  of  the  sort 
— calculated  to  make  wise  men  quake  and  rich  men 
tremble.  The  cavalry  detracted  rather  from  the  mili¬ 
tary  pretensions  of  this  levy — and  the  carriages  were 
a  little  ridiculous,  which  owed  their  power  of  motion 
to  the  jaded  studs  of  the  mail  coaches.  Tlie  private 
carriages  consisted  of  seven. — five  of  which  belonged 
to  brewers  and  distillers,  and  two  to  private  indivi¬ 
duals — and  the  public  compassion  was  disposed  to  ex¬ 
cuse,  what  perhaps  could  not  be  denied  w’illiout  serious 
injury  to  the  interests  of  those  persons.  'I’lie  Roman 
Catholic  gentry  of  this  city  did  not  lend  their  coun¬ 
tenance  to  this  daring  profanation  of  the  day — and 
consequently  the  principal  features  of  the  scene 
consisted  of  the  numbers  that  were  trained  for  the 
procession,  their  trumpery,  and  rattle. — Irish  Paper.

Hindoo  Idolatry. — We  infer  from  several  publica¬ 
tions  that  have  recently  met  our  eyes,  and  particularly 
from  some  of  the  Calcutta  papers,  that  the  foundations 
of  the  long  cherished  system  of  idolatry  in  India  are 
beginning  to  shake,  to  an  extent  which  they  have 
never  done  before.  An  active  controversy  has  been 
going  on  for  some  time  past  in  Calcutta  on  the  subject 
of  heathen  rites  and  dogmas,  not  between  Missiona¬ 
ries  and  Hindoos,  nor  between  Europeans  and  Hindoos, 
but  between  Hindoos  and  Hindoos.  And  m  in  most 
other  controversies,  light  as  well  as  boat  is  elicited. 
One  of  the  parties  call  themselves  Liberals  or  Re¬ 
formers  ;  the  other  are  denominated  Bigots.  Both 
profess  to  uphold  the  Hindoo  religion ;  but  the  former 
do  it  healTlessly,  with  many  reservations  and  dedue 
tions,  while  the  latter  go  for  the  whole,  no  matter 
how  absurd  and  abominable.

'J’he  president  of  the  Colonisation  Society  at 
Natchez  observes,  “on  the  report  of  tlicse  agents,  will 
depend  the  further  usefulness  of  this  Society.  1  hope 
their  c.xamination  may  result  satisfactorily  t()  them, 
and  I  trust  yon  will  do  all  in  your  power  to  aid  them 
in  the  a.cciimplklunent  of  their  view’s.”
